1.  Rejection  of  Bids.  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value 
of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance, 
may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be 
likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously. 

2.  The  Buyer.  The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any  dispute 
arises  between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  auctioneer  shall  either  decide  the 
same  or  put  up  for  re-sale  the  lot  so  in  dispute. 

3.  Identification  and  Deposit  by  Buyer.  The  name  of  the  buyer  of 
each  lot  shall  be  given  immediately  on  the  sale  thereof,  and  when  so 
required,  each  buyer  shall  sign  a  card  giving  the  lot  number,  amount  for 
which  sold,  and  his  or  her  name  and  address.  d^A  deposit  at  the  actual 
time  of  the  sale  shall  be  made  of  all  or  such  part  of  the  purchase  prices  as 
may  be  required.  d^If  the  two  foregoing  conditions  are  not  complied  with, 
the  lot  or  lots  so  purchased  may  at  the  option  of  the  auctioneer  be  put  up 
again  and  re-sold. 

4.  Risk  after  Purchase.  Title  passes  upon  the  fall  of  the  auctioneer's 
hammer,  and  thereafter  the  property  is  at  the  purchaser's  risk,  and  neither 
the  consignor  nor  the  Association  is  responsible  for  the  loss  of,  or  any 
damage  to  any  article  by  theft,  fire,  breakage,  however  occasioned,  or  any 
other  cause  whatsoever. 

5.  Delivery  of  Purchases.  Delivery  of  any  purchases  will  be  made  only 
upon  payment  of  the  total  amount  due  for  all  purchases  at  the  sale. 

6.  Receipted  Bills.  Goods  will  only  be  delivered  on  presentation  of  a  re- 
ceipted bill.  A  receipted  bill  presented  by  any  person  will  be  recognized 
and  honored  as  an  order  by  the  buyer,  directing  the  delivery  to  the  bearer 
of  the  goods  described  thereon.  If  a  receipted  bill  is  lost  before  delivery 
of  the  property  has  been  taken,  the  buyer  should  immediately  notify  the 
Association  of  such  loss. 

7.  Storage  in  Default  of  Prompt  Payment  and  Calling  for  Goods. 
Articles  not  paid  for  in  full  and  not  called  for  by  the  purchaser  or  agent 
by  noon  of  the  day  following  that  of  the  sale  may  be  turned  over  by  the 
Association  to  some  carter  to  be  carried  to  and  stored  in  some  warehouse 
until  the  time  of  the  delivery  therefrom  to  the  purchaser,  and  the  cost  of 
such  cartage  and  storage  and  any  other  charges  will  be  charged  against  the 
purchaser  and  the  risk  of  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by  such  removal  or 
storage  will  be  upon  the  purchaser.  d^In  any  instance  where  the  purchase 
bill  has  not  been  paid  in  full  by  noon  of  the  day  following  that  of  the  sale, 
the  Association  and  the  auctioneer  reserve  the  right,  any  other  stipulation

FOREWORD 


THE  present  catalogue  contains  the  important  collection  ot 
textiles  formed  by  Messrs.  V.  and  L.  Benguiat,  together 
with  the  stock  to  be  dispersed  at  public  sale  on  the  liquida- 
tion of  the  B.  Benguiat  Co.,  Inc.  of  New  York. 

The  great  fabrics  of  the  collection  include  first  and  foremost  a 
superb  Venetian  drap  d'or  cut  velvet  hanging  [No.  558]  of  the 
Gothic  period,  probably  the  largest  single  piece  of  Gothic  velvet 
ever  offered  at  public  sale;  a  beautiful  frontal  [No.  555]  of  the 
same  period;  and  an  exquisite  aubergine  and  crimson  gold  velvet 
cope  [No.  561]  with  Byzantine  Gothic  needlepainted  orphreys. 
This  is  the  most  important  vestment  offered  at  auction  since  the 
Squarcione  cope  of  the  Garland  collection,  and  the  colors  and 
patina  of  the  velvet,  cut  with  golden  branches,  are  of  memorable 
beauty. 

The  Eligh  Renaissance  is  represented  by  rich  rose-crimson  bro- 
catelles.  damasks  and  much  exceptionally  fine  sixteenth  century  vel- 
vet; exemplary  is  a  cope  [No.  557]  of  the  period,  of  the  most 
superb  ruby  velvet,  with  hood  and  orphreys  of  moss-green  velvet 
embroidered  with  I  ri  s;  and  a  pair  of  large  sixteenth  century  crim- 
son velvet  hangings  [Nos.  548  and  549].  The  dignified  cut  velvet 
of  the  Renaissance  blossomed  out  under  Louis  XIII  into  the  sump- 
tuous Baroque  designs  typified  by  the  crimson  cut  velvet  hanging 
[No.  391]  and  the  boucle  Venetian  velvet  hanging  [No.  398]. 
Design,  powerful  and  flamboyant,  reached  its  apex  in  the  gigantic 
patterns  of  the  rich  crimson,  yellow  and  blue  damasks  of  the 
succeeding  reign. 

Although  the  collection  is  indeed  wealthy  in  fabrics  of  all  kinds, 
we  must  invite  especial  attention  to  an  extraordinary  group  of 
Louis  XIV  brocades,  both  of  French  and  Venetian  origin;  the  years 
1675-1720  were  productive  of  a  magnificence  neither  before  nor 
since  equalled.  Under  Louis  XV,  brocade  from  being  a  luxury 
became  a  fashion,  and  in  that  reign  were  woven  the  delicate  fabrics 
enriched  with  gold  and  silver,  which  with  their  restrained  idiom 
form  such  a  delightful  contrast  to  the  rococo  extravagances  of  the 
furniture  and  decoration  of  the  time. 

Recalling  the  ancient  supremacy  of  the  English  in  the  art  of 
embroidery  in  the  days  of  the  opus  anglicaniim,  is  an  early  seven- 
teenth century  herald's  tabard  [No.  560],  glittering  with  gold  and 


silver  and  embroidered  with  annorial  bearings,  a  piece  of  the  high- 
est rarity.  As  opposed  to  this  formal  splendor  are  the  Spanish, 
Italian  and  I'ortuguese  embroideries  of  the  seventeenth  and  eigh- 
teenth centuries  in  which  attention  is  lavished  on  the  careful  work- 
ing out  of  detail;  the  meticulous  shading  and  contouring  of  flowers 
and  fruits,  poinl  Si.  Cy?- — the  refinement  of  petit  point — and  such 
niceties  give  us  a  truly  incredible  picture  of  the  patience,  industry 
and  technical  skill  of  the  embroiderers  of  the  time.  These  quali- 
ties are  exhibited  nowhere  more  strikingly  than  in  the  important 
Italian  silk  embroidery  hanging  [No.  547],  probably  used  as  the 
tester  of  a  bedstead  and  heavy  with  gorgeous  fruit  and  floral  dec- 
oration about  the  painted  figure  of  a  sleeping  cherub. 

The  tapestries  offered  comprise  Flemish,  Aubusson  and  Felletin 
verdures,  a  sixteenth  century  Brussels  tap(?stry  The  Edict  of  Cyrus 
[No.  581],  with  luxuriant  wide  borders;  an  English  Renaissance 
tapestry,  Hercules  and  Jntaeus  [No.  582];  a  French  tapestry  of 
1540  with  beautiful  rose  border;  and  an  important  Brussels  Re- 
naissance hanging  [Xo.  585J,  The  Flicjht  of  Cornelia.
